That happens; says my friend, when the 
boy suddenly finds an interest, sets himself 
a goal and works toward it.

Maybe the short, sharp jolt a_school sys- 
tem can give him by kicking him’ out will 
provide the stimulant the lazy bey needs.

A lot of- people aren't convinced that

Varicose Veins 


' People keep asking me what to do for vari- 
‘cose veins. In those many cases in which they 
are not causing much trouble, all that js 
needed is to wear an elastic bandage or any 
of the new elastic stockings which are not 
very conspicuous. ‘If the 
veins are Betting larger, and 
causing pain or swollen 
ankles or a leg ulcer, the 
best thing to do is to have 
them removed by an expert 
In this field. He usually 
makes a little cut at the 
lower end of the leg, he slips 
around the vein that’ is to 
be removed a ring which is 
on the end of a long rod. He 
then pushes the ring «up 
along the vein; separating it from its little 
branches and surrounding structures. When 
he gets up near the groin, he makes another 
little cut, and through this hole takes out the 
bad vein, The blood now will. go up through 
veins which are deeper down in the leg and 
thigh, where they are surrounded by muscle 
which supports them,

She 
tends to get fat and her face may look pudgy 
She will not perspire and her skin will get 
dry. Her hair may become brittle. She may 
feel-so_cold_that-at-night- she -wants-to pile 
on the bed-clothes. Sometimes in July I wiil 
recognize a hypothyroid woman in a moment 
because she is wearing a fur coat. Her pulse 
is likely tobe slow, and she may tell me she 
has lost practically all of her body hair, ; 

In borderline cases the doctor will have 
some tests made of the thyroid function, He 
may have the basal metabolism tested (a 
breathing test¥. TI séldom order this test made 
because, atter years of experience, I can gen 
erally tell if the thyroid gland is functioning 
normally. - I am sure that it isn't hyperthyroid 
if the person's hand is cold and the’ pulse rate 
is normal, and I'm sure the woman is not 
markedly hypothyroid if she is wide-awake 
and keen; if she answers my questions quickly 
and is she is handling an important job in 
some office. 

If a woman is really hypothyroid with a 
basal metabolic rate of less than minus 20 
per cent, she should feel like a new woman 
when she takes thyroid substance every day. 
If thyroid substance only makes her jittery, 
it is vay probable that.she does not need it.

: _ How Does a Cactus Grow in the Desert? 
The cactus dares to live 
where there is no hope of water 
for months at-a time. It has 
léarned to cope with life in the 
dry, sunny desert. There the 
showers are few and far be. 
tween. When they come, they 
aften pelt down with violence, 
washing-the sand and light soil 
down into gullies and hollows. 
little. life-givieg. water 
sit\ks into the ground to feed 
roots of the desert plants. 
ost plants need moisture in 
th soil and a little rain every 
days. The cactus plant has 
rned to do without. In fact, 
thousand or more vastly dif- 
ferent cactus plants have learn- 
ed to survive in the dry desert. 
There they thrive and add 
beauty to the arid wasteland. 
Their problem is to store as 
much precious water as pos- 
sible. Their roots do not go 
deep into the dry soil.. The 
root system of even a tall cac- 
tus spreads out wide, just be- 
neath the surface. That way 
every drop of water is soaked 
up before. it runs away. 
Another problem is to prevent

The green, fleshy 
parts of the plant are smoth- 
ered with prickles like pins and 
needles. Protected against rob- 
bery, sun and drought, the 
sturdy cactus has the desert al- 
most to itself. *

western deserts of Arizona and 
New Mexico, They are grey- 
green, adorned with a smatter- 
ing of bright fruit.

All marine life in the imme- 
diate area is expected to be 
killed.
